SAIGON (AP) — A massive 
enemy force has crossed the 
demilitarized zone into South

commander of the northern 
sector, said three North Viet- 
namese divisions, three artil- 
lery regiments and units with

Lam, 
after making a battle- 


field tour, said South Vietnam- 
ese infantry, marine and ar- 
mored cavalry units are en- 
gaged in "several bloody bat- 
tles." 


He claimed that thousands of 


North Vietnamese troops have 
been killed in three days of 
fighting and a number of others 
have been captured. 


Lam's statement was re- 


leased by the Saigon military 
command in Saigon. 


Earlier in the day enemy 


troops had pushed closer to 
South Vietnam's northernmost 
provincial capital as defenses 
along the demilitarized zone 
crumbled under the fiercest 
attacks in more than four 
years. 


Government troops retreated 


from two more forward bases, 
raising to eight the number of 
bases abandoned since Thurs- 
day. 


A ninth base was under 


heavy grpund attack, and offi- 
cers said it was questionable 
whether it would hold. Still an- 
other outpost was running short 
of ammunition. 


North Vietnamese troops 


moved to within three miles of 
Quang Tri combat base, which 
is just two miles from Quang 
Tri City itself. The base, head- 
quarters of the South Vietnam- 
ese 3rd Infantry Division re- 
sponsible for DMZ defense, was 
hit by 600 rounds of rocket and 
artillery fire, then attacked

Boyle Convicted

Of Union Funds 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) — 


United Mine Workers president 
W. A. "Tony" Boyle has been 
convicted of illegally using un- 
ion funds in the first federal 
prosecution of a labor leader 
for making unlawful campaign 
contributions. 


A U.S. district court jury re- 


turned guilty verdicts against 
Boyle Friday ot; each of 13 
counts in an indictment that 
charged him with heading a 
conspiracy to spread $49,250 in 
union funds among Democrats 
and Republicans in the last half 
of the 1960's. 


Two other officials of Ihe un- 


ion, secretary-treasurer John 
Owens and 
chief lobbyist 


James Kmetz, were found in- 
nocent of the charges against 
them in the indictment. 


An appeal was expected for 


Boyle whose conviction could 
ban him from union office, send 
him to prison for a total of 32 
years and cost him $120,000 in 
fines. 


Boyle was released on a per- 


sonal recognizance bond pend- 
ing sentencing for which no 
date has been set. 


He strode quickly from the

courtroom after standing im- 
passively while the verdicts 
were read one by one. The B7- 
year-old union chief only shook

dinosaur," George Romney admitted this 
week to the Economic Club of Detroit that 
his Housing and Urban Development 
Department is incapable of solving inner 
city housing problems. 


More specifically, 
the HUD 
chief 


likened the Federal 
Housing Ad- 


ministration's implementing a 1968 
amendment to the HUD Act to a pail with 
holes punched in the bottom. 


In the same speech, however, Romney 


reminded his audience there is more to 
upgrading the inner city and poor people 
other than putting them in living quarters 
betjter than that to which they have been 
accustomed. 


Rpmney's remark followed a number of 


news media speculations that the FHA's 
roof may be falling in. Both of Detroit's 
daily newspapers had been printing this 
theme for several weeks. 


Two days following the speech, the 


Justice Department filed a massive, 
collective damage suit against 50 cor- 
porate and personal operatives in 
housing. The list includes builders, real 
estate dealers, FHA employees, and even 
Dun & Bradstreet, the nation's No. 1 
credit reporting agency. The suit alleges a 
potential $200 million loss to the govern- 
ment on 5,000 subsidized homes in the 
New York City area.

Four years ago in typical Johnsonian 


rhetoric, LBJ persuaded a complaisant, 
unthinking Congress to open up the FHA 
home construction and 
renovation 


program to the central city areas. 


Completely ignoring the fact that for 


two decades new housing construction 
had been outpacing new household for- 
mations, Johnson informed Congress 
there was a massive national need for 26 
million new homes and apartment units 
within the ensuing ten years to replace 
"shameful substandard" units then oc- 
cupied by over 20 million Americans. 


The new plan keyed on the no down 


payment and government subsidy of 
interest payments on 30-to-40-year 
mortgages. It covered new construction 
and rehabilitation of existing shacks, and 
it was aimed to shelter the super poor. 


Washington pressure to get the wagon 


rolling converted the local FHA offices 
into easy targets for land speculators, 
builders and money lenders who began to 
round up prospective occupants in droves. 


Something worth, by the greatest 


stretch of the imagination, $10,000 soon 
appeared on the FHA's loan guaranty 
books at $20,000. 


Many prospects are so poor or so 


transient they could not or would not meet 
their payments on principal. They have 
moved out, leaving the FHA with strings 
of abandoned properties. 


Last year the FHA had to repossess 


36,000 houses which it can not peddle for 
love much less money. 


This is a sharp increase from 1970 when 


the first intimation of LBJ's experiment 
laying an egg became noticeable. 


Romney's Economic Club talk im- 


plies this dismal pace will quicken. 


The FHA failure is double pronged. 
It is not helping those presumably 


requiring assistance and its aid standards 
block out the deserving party with the 
desire and some ability to help himself. 


Secondly, a future generation of tax- 


payers will be stuck for a bill being in- 
curred today. For example, the 1971 
construction subsidies of $1.3 billion under 
the 30-to-40-year interest subsidy create 
an ultimate potential liability of $30 
billion. 


Romney has suggested one way out of 


the mess would be for the government to 
pay housing supplements directly to the 
poor and let them find their own ac- 
commodations. 


This is a desperate guess at a complex 


problem, one which on second thought he 
might pull back. 


A better solution, though temporary, 


would be to shut off the Wasliington 
pipeline until some clearer thinking can 
be brought to bear. 


"Predators Gain Favor 


' Bobcats, lynx, wolves, coyotes and 
bears are not exactly animals one keeps 
around the house, or the yard, farm or 
ranch. Which is why these and other large 
predators have been enemies of man ever 
since the first settler came to the shores of 
America. 


Open season on predators, with bounties 


frequently offered, has pushed some of 
the animals into near extinction in the 
United States. The wolf .has all but 
disappeared, with appreciable numbers 
still existing only in Alaska, and in 
Canada. 


Only the coyote has survived the 


relentless attack of man, because of its 
amazing adaptability.. But now' rodent 
populations, favorite targets of the 
predator, are multiplying to a nuisance 
level in some parts of the West. 


Modern wildlife research is also con- • 


tributing to a changing attitude toward 
the predator's place in nature. Sportsmen 
formerly attacked predators with a 
vengeance to protect wild game herds and 
flocks.

Subject: Hughes vs Taylor vs 


Pollard vs People vs Broz? 
. Judge Hughes' letter of 
March 9 appearing in your 
edition of March 27 in space 
purchased 
by 
the 
Bar 


Association has both shed a ray 
of light on the Broz case and at 
the same time has raised some 
rather serious questions in my 
mind. Before we ask them we 
:proceed under the'assumption 
that justice is to be served 
through the legal processes and 
any law that does not work 
toward that goal should be 
changed to achieve just such a 
result. 


First of all I acknowledge 


that from what I had read in 
earlier issues of your paper I 
was amazed at Judge Pollard's 
decision. Judge Hughes' letter 
did at least, or perhaps at best, 
convince 
me 
that Judge 


Pollard's action was ac- 
ceptable under the law. Let me 
take this opportunity to make it 
clear that I have no special 
likes or dislikes for any of the 
principles herein discussed, I 
have never been involved 
directly, nor indirectly to the 
best of my knowledge, with any 
of them, and for the benefit of 
anyone who might not be aware 
of it, I have no legal training 
and consequently what is being 
said -here comes from the 
mouth of a layman. 


• 
In the second paragraph of 


Judge Hughes' letter he would 
seem to lay it on us that we 
should all take the time to read 
(he official RECORD: given 
the time the obvious question 
becomes — who, other than 
those with legal training, can 
understand much of what 
appears there couched in legal 
terminology? 
Either 
the 


preceeding is true or Judge 
Hughes would seem 
to be 


taking a pot-shot at Prosecutor. 
Taylor with the inference that 


• the Prosecutor does not possess 


"a modicum of knowledge of 
basic law." In fact much of 
good Judge Hughes' comments 
would tend to make me believe 
that he is one of those members 
of the judiciary who do not 
seem to understand 
that 


respect for the Court cannot be 
obtained by demanding it, but 
rather only by earning it. 


In the fourth 
paragraph, 


Judge Hughes tells us that any 
action other than the one Judge 
Pollard took would have been a 
mistake and would have been 
corrected in Circuit Court — he 
(ells us that this is "clearly" so. 
In this same paragraph Judge 
Hughe's does in his last sen- 
tence open the door to the 
possibility that Judge Pollard 
might have corrected the 
evidence which in turn might 
have prevented a possible mis- 
carriage of justice. So the 
question must be — did Judge 
Pollard further the aim of 
justice or did his action serve 
as a road block? 


In 
his 
fifth 
paragraph 


(disregarding the one sentence 
paragraph) Judge Hughes tells 
us about the "key". Once again 
it would seem that we must 
reach the conclusion that either 
Judge 
Hughes 
considers 


Prosecutor Taylor unqualified 
and-or the judge reverses his 
expressed opinion that the 
evidence might be capable of 
correction as noted in his fourth 
paragraph. 


In his sixth paragraph Judge 


Hughes apparently takes a cut 
at the press — perhaps rightly 
so. If your paper badly glossed 
over the facts as alluded to in 
the judge's second paragraph, 
it might be necessary for us to 
disregard the news'media and 
go directly to the source for all 
information — let us hope that 
such is not the case. 


Now. Judge Hughes in the 


seventh paragraph of a letter 
which is intended to enlighten 
the public, appears loath to 
voice his opinion on a legal 
matter even though his very 
learned opinion might help a 
curious public to understand 
the matter to a much greater 
degree. Why does the Bar 
Association through Judge 
Hughes' letter, feel compelled 
to explain what appears to 
many of us to be a travesty of 
justice and then stop short of 
explaining how the 
matter 


might have been brought to a 
justifiable fruition? 


Paragraph eleven would 


have us believe that Judge 
Hughes, a well educated man, 
accepts without question the 
fact 'hat a medical examiner 
could, and did, ascertain the 
time of Trooper Stark's death 
so exactly that Mrs. Broz could 
not have killed him at the time 
she kneeled over him on

Ogden Reid of New York 
to switch to the Democratic 
Party: "That Mr. Reid lias 
decided he can no longer stay in 
the Party is graphic evidence 
of how far to the right it has 
drifte'd under the leadership of 
President Nixon. . . Still short 
of his 47th birthday, he brings 
to the Democrats another 
future leader of great decency, 
dedication and talent." As 
evidence of the reactionary 
character 
of 
the 
Nixon 


Administration, so reactionary . 
as to be intolerable to a man of 
decency, dedication and talent, 
the Times cited the Nixon 
Administration's policies on 
civil liberties, race, child care 
and Vietnam. 


If you want to find Nixon, 


don't ask the Times for help. 


And indeed it is not at all easy 


to smoke him out when you 
examine his major policy 
initiatives.

minute? later." It is in- 
conceivable to roe 'that any 
physician could, unless he were 
at the victim's side, make such 
a fine distinction of the time of 
death to rule out a matter of

In paragraph twelve, the 


honorable 
Judge 
Hughes 


abandons his customary role as 
judge and becomes instead the 
jury and returns a verdict of 
not guilty. Over and beyond 
this there lies another question. 
What ever happened to the 
charge of accessory after the 
fact? Certainly the fact that the 
car returned to the scene, the 
fact that Mrs. Broz alone left 
the car and went to the fallen 
bodies of the troopers, and then 
of her own volition returned to 
the car would seem to indicate 
some degree of involvement by 
her. 


Paragraph thirteen would 


seem fo contradict both itself 
and what Judge Hughes tells us 
in paragraph ten. In ten the 
judge makes the point that the 
car used did belong to Mrs. 
Broz. It might be argued that 
Mrs. Broz was not aware that a 
crime was going to be com- 
mitted, it could even be argued 
that she could do nothing to 
prevent the crime, but it would 
appear likely that since it was 


her car that wag used:' to 
return to the scene of the 
crime, that since it was she that 
bent over each trooper for one 
reason or another, that it could 
be argued that such actions are 
things "which aids or en- 
courages the other person in 
the perpetration of the crime."

The past few weeks have 


been fateful in our history as a 
people and in 
America's 


history as a nation. We are
